Memphis, Tenn., June 10.—Clad in 
the rough gray homespun which they 
wore—sometimes to victory, but final- 
ly to defeat—in the sixties: carrying 
the ancient rifles with which they de- 
fended what they believed. was the 
right; shoulder to shoulder with men 
who bore uncomplainingly with them 
the awful hardships and deprivations 
of a cruel war, 10,000 United Confed- 
erate Veterans marched in what was 
probably the last big parade in which 
they will ever participate. Some of 
them .wore straggling beards as gray 
as their uniforms. Some were clean- 
shaven. There were many empty 
sleeves and scores hobbled along on 
wooden legs. But all marched proud- 
ly af” bravely with the fire of a great 
faith in their eyes and-the pride 6f a 
great—though lost—cause in their 
step.

| Intense Heat. 

The heat was intense—the culmina- 
tion of three days of the warmest 
weather Memphians say they have had 
in years. The sun beat down pitiless- 
ly upon the asphalted streets and was 
thrown back into the faces of the 
heavily-clad old veterans as they | 
marched along. At the suggestion of 
the parade committee the line of 
march was cut down to about one 
mile and the counter march was elimi- 
nated. Commanders of divisions and 
brigades* directed that the older and 
feebler members of their commands 
should drop out. But officers were 
compelled to report that they could 
find no men old enough or feeble 
enough to take advantage of the in- 
dulgence. 

Bands from All Over South. 

Bands from al] over the south— 
twenty-five of them—were inter- 
spersed here and there through the pa- 
rade, and when steps lagged or aged 
limbs trembled and seemed unable to 
keep the step, the stirring notes of 
| “Dixie,” “My Maryland” or “The Girl 
I Left Behind Me” were sufficient to 
send the blood coursing through the 
old veins as it did fifty years ago and 
lend strength to the muscles that age 
had weakened. Everywhere were 
flags, the Stars and Bars of the lost

the divisions in which they served, 
followed behind. At the head of each 
division rode the sponsors and maids 
of honor, beautiful southern girls at- 
tired charmingly and wearing the huge 
shoulder knots that told of their proud 
position. Following the regular di- 
visions came the survivors of Forrest’s 
famous cavalry corps. Soldierly and 
masterly they sat on their mounts, 
gray-clad with the. flaunting yellow 
trimming, which denoted their arm of 


the service. 

Demonstration for General Grant. 

A frenzied demonstration of welcome 
by the men in gray for the son of the 
man who conquered them marked the 
final scene of the nineteenth reunion 
of the United Confederate Veterans to- 
day. It took place during the parade. 
In the reviewing stand stood General 
Frederick Dent Grant, of the United 
States army. The first few divisions in 
line passed with only a limited number 
recognizing the son or the man who 
accepted the surrender of Lee. But 
finally a cavalry division approached 
and its commanding officer, old and 
grizzled, peered steadily at General 
Grant a moment. Then he turned in 
his saddle and yelled: 

“Come on, you kids; here’s General 
Grant come to life again in his son.” 


“God Bless You, Boys.”’ 

With one of the old-time rebel yells, 
the division charged upon the stand 
and jostled one another for an oppor- 
tunity to shake the hand of the son 
af their old-time enemy. From that 
moment every .gray-clad veteran who 
could reach the stand rushed up. to 
shake hands with General Grant. The 
stocky army officer’s cold gray eyes 
filled with tears and his’ shoulders 
shook with emotion as he mufmured: 
“God bless you all, boys, God bless 
you,” giving each a cordial hand grasp. 

Battle-torn banners were grouped at 
his feet and waved over his head in 
salute. One old officer rode up to the 
stand, seized General Grant’s hand and 
Kissed him on the cheek, exclaiming: 
“God bless you, boy. I fought your 
father, of whom you are the image, but 
he was a gallant, magnanimous foe, 
and I love his son.”’ 

More than one veteran was in tears 
as he saw the famous federal chief- 
tain’s som so touched by the reception. 
It is doubtful if any other northern 
man, even a president, ever received 
such an ovation as that which was 
spontaneously given to General Grant 
by the Confederate veterans today. 

Reunion Comes to Close. 

The parade over, the reunion prac- 
tically was ended, and veterans’ spe- 
cial trains began to leave the city at 
2 p.m. The movement will continue 
all night and tomorrow, before the im- 
mense throng of visitors will have 
been taken away. 

The ball of the sponsors, maids and 
matrons tonight was the one big so- 
cial event of the reunion. It was 
opened by the famous Southern Cross 
drill, and 1,000 couples participated in 
the dance. despite the suffocating heat.

DESPITE. REBELS 


He Is Now Pusting Wool 
Schedules Through. 


Dolliver and Other G. O. P. 
Insurgents, Aided by Demo- 
crats, Are Fighting, but 
They Are Not Accomplish- 
ing Much. 


Washington, June 10.—Time and 
time again today Senator Dolliver and 
eight or nine other of the so-called 
progressive republicans went down to 
defeat in their efforts to break the 
ranks of the Aldrich forces on the 
wool schedule of the tariff bill. The 
Iowa senator occupied the floor the 
greater part of the day, and offered 
numerous amendments looking to a 
reduction of the finance committee 
rates, but in each instance the amend- 
ments were voted down, and the com- 
mittee sustained. 

Cheap Cloths Not Bad. 

The first of Mr. Dolliver’s sugges- 
tion had for its object the confining to 
the wool in them the duty on so-called 
yarns which are only part wool, and 
after considerable spirited discussion, 
in which Mesers. Dolliver and Warren 
were the principal participants, the 
amendment was defeated by a vote of 
31 to 43. 

In the course of the debate, Mr. 
Warren contended that the object of 
| this provision was to prevent the im- 
portation of cheap cloths, but this was 
met by a suggestion from Mr. Dolliver 
that there might be some people who 
would be benefited by having cheap 
cloths brought in from abroad, 

On this vote Mr. Dolliver was sup- 
pored by Senators Beveridge, Bristow, 
Brown, Burkett, Clapp, Cummins, La 
Follette jand Nelson, while Senator Mc- 
Enery, ‘of Louisiana, was the only 
democratic senator who voted with the 
republicans against the provision. 

Many of Mr. Dolliver’s amendments 
were along the same lines as the first, 
and were intended to carry out the 
principle that in fixing a duty on 
mixed cloths, it should be applicable 
only to the wool in the cloths. 

Senator Aldrich objected on the 
ground that it would be impossible to 
determine the proportion of the con- 
stituents in such articles, and that, 
therefore, the. provision was impracti- 
cable. 

Vote Nearly Always the Same. 

On the entire series tHe vote was 
practically the same, and in no in- 
Stance did any of the republican sen- 
ators change. 

One of Mr. Dolliver’s amehdments 
was identical in terms with a provision 
suggested by Mr. Aldrich as a part 
of the McKinley tariff bill of 1888, but 
the Rhode Island senator refused to 
accept it, saying that the conditions 
were entirely different now from what 
they were in those Gays. In § the 
course of a discussion between Sen- 
ators Aldrich and Owens of the duty 
on blankets, the fact was brought out 
that blankets pay at the rate of 180 
per cent ad valorem. In this connection 
the chairman of the finance committee 
was given an opportunity to accept a 
general provision prohibiting any rates 
in the schedule above 100 per cent, but 
he declined to do so, because, he said, 
it might let in foreign woolen manu- 
factures. 

Polka Dots and Corn Pliasters. 

The debate throughout the day was 
good-natured, and Mr. Dolliver dis- 
cussed polka dots, corn plasters, home 
-mottoes, and kindred subjects with 
much humor. He seemed to have real 
feeling over the possible tears in the 
eyes of the Irish potato. 

The wool schedule occupied the at- 
tention of the senate throughout ‘the 
entire day, and on this account con- 
sideration of the proposed income tax, 
which had been set for today, was 
postponed until tomorrow. 

At 5:30 p. m. the senate took a recess 
until 8 o’clock. 

The evening session was devoted to 
speeches by Senators Gore and La 
Follette, both in advocacy of lower 
duties. Mr. La Follette dffered a num- 
ber of amendments to the wool sched- 
ule. At 10:50 o'clock the senate ad- 
journed until tomorrow. 


Unfavorable Report in Regard 
to Deepening Missis- 
sippi River. 


Washington, June 10.—A blow was 
given the proposed 14-foot deep water- 
way project from S8t. Louis to the 
gulf today when the board of en- 
gineers reported to congress that such 
a waterway is not desirable. The 
waterway would cost $128,000,000 for 
construction and $6,000,000 annually 
for maintenance, the engineers say. 

The report was based on a survey 
of the Mississippi river by a special 
board of engineers. The conclusion 
reached by both the special board and 
the regular board of engineers are 
practically the same. 

lhe report of the regular board that 
it is not desirable to construct a 
navigable channel 14 feet deep from 
St. Louls or from Chicago to the 
mouth of the Mississippi was based 
on the conclusion of the special board 
that only commerce originating from 
sources that do not at present ship 
by river would justify the great.cost 
of a 14-foot waterway.

TO GREAT BEYOND 


Chaplain.of U. S. Senate 
for Many Years. 


He Was 87 Years Old When 
the Summons Came — For 
Long Time He Had Been Diz- 
tinguished Figure in Amer- 
ican Life. 


Boston, June 10.—The morning light 
was breaking as the venerable Rev. 
Edward Everett Hale, D.D., chaplain of 
the United States senate, Unitarian 
divine, philanthropist, author, jour- 
nalist and lover of peace, breathed his 
last today in his home in Roxbury, at 
the age of 87 years. 

At the bedside were his wife, his 
daughter, Miss Ellen D. Hale, and his 
son, Philip L. Hale, the artist. Two 
other sons, Arthur Hale, of Washing- 
ton, and Profesor Edward Everett 
Hale, Jr., of Union college, returned 
home this evening. Tomorrow it is 
expected that partial arrangements for 
the funeral on Sunday in the South 
Congregational church, of whieh Dr. 
Hale was the pastor emeritus, will be 


announced. 

On his return from Washington, 4 
few weeks ago, it was reported that 
Dr. Hale was not in good health, but 
he soon regained his activities, and 
until Tuesday attended meetings and 


received friends. 

Last night, hewever, he showed 
signs of distress, and rapidly weaken- 
ing, passed peacefully away in the 
early hours of the morning. 

Entire Country Mourns. 

It seemed today as if the whole 
country joined in mourning the loss of 
Dr. Hale. Messages expressing sorrow 
arid esteem poured into the Hale 
household, one of the first being from 
President and Mrs. Taft. 

As an author, Dr. Hale’s fame rests 
on his short stories, such as “The 
Man Without a Country.” 

As instigator of the social uplift, the 
work of the two great organizations, 
the Lend-a-Hand Clubs and the King’s 
Daughters, will always add to his re- 
nown: as a minister and pastor, his 
half-century in the pulpit of the South 
Congregational church and his preach- 
ing in many other churches were 
prolific of wise spiritual inspiration; 
while as a historian, his writings have 
become authoritative. 

It was Dr. Hale, who, twenty years 
before its consummation, predicted a 
world-wide peace tribunal; it was Dr. 
Hale who upheld Garrison and Phil- 
lips in their anti-slavery work; it 
was Dr. Hale whose benevolent coun- 
sel brought comfort to the sick and 
wounded soldiers on the battlefields 
of the civil war, as a member of the 
sanitary commission, and it was Dr. 
Hale who gave to the world the fa- 
mous stanza: 


“Look up and not down; 
“Look forward and not back; 
“Look out and not in; 
“Lend a hand.” 


Graduate of Harvard. 


Dr. Hale was born in this city in 
April, 1822, and by training, education 
and tradition he represented throughk- 
out the eighty-seven years of his life 
the spirit of the founders of the Mas- 
sachusetts Bay colony. He was grad- 
vated from Harvard in 1839. He was 
actively connected with The Boston 
Advertiser manv years ago, and his 
first charge as a clergyman was a 
church in Worcester. He was a pro- 
lific writer, and had for years been 
allied with the principal philanthropic 
movements of the city, state and na- 
tion. 

As Dr. Hale’s age advanced his 
friends delighted to celebrate his birth- 
days. Especially noteworthy were the 
oceasions of his seventieth and eight!- 
eth anniversaries, at both of which 
public meetings were held. In 1892 
a purse of $5,000 was given him, while 
in 1902 a fund of $28,000 was raised. 

Washington Grieves. 

Washington, June 10—News of the 
death of Dr. Hale reached the Senate 
early in the day and was received with

general expressions of regret. No fig- 
ure had been more familiar about the 
precincts of the senate than that of the 
venerable chaplain, and no person was 
more respected or beloved. It was his 
habitaschaplain torepeat the Lord’s 
prayer, and for many years after he 
assumed his office ‘he would ask the 
senators to join with him in doing s0. 
On account, however, of repeated fail- 
urés to ebtain a response, he at last 
desisted in his practice, but he never 
himself ceased the repetition of that 
prayer as a part of his own offering. 
Dr. Hale had been chaplain of the 
United States Senate since 1893. His 
selection at that time to fill a vacancy 
was generally regarded as a high trib- 
pte to his accomplishments and intel- 


lectual ability.

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GEORGIA’S SIX BIG COUNTIES. 


Laurens is making a powerful pull to land in the list of Georgia’s six 
big counties in the legislative apportionment following the census of 1910. 

Figures from the recent school census of the state, published in The 
Dublin Courier-Dispatch, are strikingly indicative of the probability that it 
will well succeed in the effort. 

It will be a long stride forward—from fourteenth place at the last census 
to one of “the big six”—but Laurens is accustomed to making long strides, 
and during the last few years that county has been “going some.” 

The order of the first six counties, as shown by the recent census of 
children of school age, is as follows: 

Fulton, 35,632; Chatham, 21,215; Richmond, 17,314; Bibb, 16,545; Waurens, 
10,802; Floyd, 9,402. 

If the federal census bears out as to total population the foregoing school 
census figures, these will be Georgia’s six big counties following 1910. 

Under the present legislative apportionment, based on the census of 1900, 
Fulton, Chatham, Richmond, Bibb, Floyd and Thomas are the “big six,” in 
the order named. : 

Thomas county has been divided, giving up part of her territory to Grady, 
and can scarcely hope to land in that class with the 1910 census. 

This fact leaves room for some other county, and Laurens not only 
claims title to the place, but asserts that Floyd will have to give way and 
move up to sixth place while Laurens goes in fifth. 

The legislative apportionment is made once in ten years, following publl- 
cation of the federal census, and under the state constitution the six largest 
counties are entitled to three representatives each, the .wenty-six next largest 
to two each and the remaining counties to one.

No county in the state is more deeply and determinedly interested in the

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EXTERMINATING A NATIONAL MENACE. 


Searching investigations by the federal authorities throughout Ohio and 
the middle west disclose thatthe so-called “Black Hand” and its allied bands 
of alien outlaws have gucceeded in thoroughly honeycombing these sections 
with their orgapization. 

Not content with their depredations, approaching a reign of terror in 
New York city, they have flung their tentacles into the outlying states, ac- 
companying their operations everywhere with the same cloak of mystery and 
sinister methods. 

There are reasons to believe that branches exist in Columbus, Marion, 
Dennison, Bellefontaine and other Ohio towns, and in Pittsburg, Chicago, 
Cincinnati, Omaha and other large cities. 

The procedure employed to extort money and cover up criminality is in 
nowise different from that which has baffled the authorities of Greater 
New York. Following a demand for large sums, the omnipresent bomb is in- 
voked; the program is varied with the dagger and the revolver. 

It is increasingly evident that the time has arrived for rigorous and un- 
discriminating warfare against these banded enemies of society, if they are 
to be deprived of their ability to work infinite mischief before they have 
grown into proportions sufficient to defy justice. é 

Any civilization reaches a test near the breaking point when it must, 
tacitly, confess itself totally unable to cope with an aggressive and insolent 
criminal element. 

And that comes near describing the status, as at present constituted, with 
regard to the “Black Hand.” In New York city, where the facilities for the 
detection and suppression of crime are presumed to be the most effective 
in the world, the police avow themselves helpless to place a stop to the 
domi®ance of these lawless Italians. A vivid instance was presented when 
the recent memorial services for the murdered detective, Petrosino, were 
made a failure by the active intimidation of emissaries of these secret so- 
cieties. 

These desperadoes mistake gentleness for fear, and persuasion for incom- 
petency. The only procedure that appeals to them is one based on a ruth- 
lessness and a determination surpassing their own. They cultivate a speedy 
respect for the power of the law, when the law deals out death, imprisonz:ent 
and deportation with swift and sure exactitude. 

Considering that the better class of Italians, the overwhelming percent- 
age, are extremely anxious to cooperate in the suppression o: this form of 
outlawry, if they are given assurance of protection, it should not be difficult 
gradually to exterminate the “Black Hand” and all that for which it stands. 

There is no exaggeration in the assertion that unless some such radical 
program is adopted, the United States must make up its mind indefinitely to 
harbor an organized lawlessness that multiplies in a forbidding geomet- 
rical ratio. 
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CONFERENCE OF COMMERCIAL SECRETARIES.

The members of this association fulfill to municipal and state commer- 
cial bodies throughout the south the same function discharged by Mr. Cooper 
with reference to the Chamber of Commerce. 

Everywhere they are the “men behind the statistics,” the men entrusted 
with much of the executive work of carrying out campaigns for the develop- 
ment of states and cities. 

Among the topics to be discussed at the forthcoming conference will be 
municipal betterment, good roads, commission government for cities, coopera- 
tion between railroads and commercial bodies, methods of publicity and the 
most effective manner of dealing with and securing new industries. 

By reason of her enlarging city boundaries and the impulse of growth 
manifested in every municipal and commercial channel, Atlanta is more than 
ever vitally interested in securing authoritative data on these topics. 

Touching such live issues, the commercial] secretaries will be encyclo- 
pedias of practical information.

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CHANGING DATE OF REUNION.

TROLLEY POLES FILLED 
WITH CONCRETE MIXTURE 


Have you noticed a peculiar looking 
wagon, on which is mounted a small 
dynamo and on its rear a mixer that 
looks like a “hopper” standing about 
the streets of the city recently? 

Well, that is a concrete mixer which 
pumps @ concrete mixture into the tips 
of hollow, tron trolley poles, giving 
them new life and strength. 

The machine has attracted a great 
deal of interest, as it works about the 
city, and has just been put to work by 
the Georgia Railway and Electric Com- 
pany. 

Preceded by a large two-mule team, 
in which the sand and cement is haul- 
ed, this mixer moves out the street 
on one side, returning on the other. 
At every iron post that looks weak the 
mixer stops. The engineer takes a 
pole on which there is a copper hook 
and hangs it over the heavily charged 
trolley wire. The current is sent to 
the motor and instantly the mixer gets 
busy. The mixture is almost a fluid 
and is pumped through a rubber hose 
to the top of the pole, where a line- 
man holds it until the hollow pole is 
filled with the concrete fluid. 

When full, the pole is recapped and 
the concrete mixture allowed to hard- 
en. Once hard, the pole is good for 
a lifetime, as it is practically a ferro- 
concrete pole which will withstand the 
hardest tests. lst this way it is be- 
lieved the trolley poles will be insured 
against all future freezes, storms, etc. 


MORRIS COHEN GOES

Council Holds Very Re- 
markable Session. 


Bare Quorum Was Present, but 
Not Enough Members of the 
Common Council—Adjourn- 
ed to Meet Again on Next 
Tuesday Afternoon. 


It would have taken a Philadelphia 
lawyer to have told yesterday after- 
noon whether or not the general copn- 
cil held a meeting. In the midst of 
an animated discussion, when some 
thought there was a meeting and oth- 
ers thought there was not, a motion 
was adopted to adjourn until next 
Tuesday afternoon, at 3 o’clock, when 
it was “hoped there Would be some- 
thing doing.” 

The meeting yesterday was an ad- 
journed, session for the purpose of 
acting upon the apportionment sheet 
for June, and for several other very 
important matters that needed im- 
mediate attention. But nothing what- 
ever was done. When the noses were 
first counted it was ascertained that 
there were only six councilmen and 
six aldermen present, and fourteen 
were required for a quorum, A meet- 
ing was held without a roll call, so 
the finance sheet could be “diecussed,” 
and probably ‘cussed, That meant hot 
air, and a lot of it. 

In the meantime the city marehal 
was making the telephone wires hot, 
and he succeeded in getting one more 
alderman and one more councilman to 
come to the meeting. 

A Bare Quorum at Last. 

“Now we've got a quorum,” some 
one gleefully shouted out, and the 
mayor pro tem. gravely ordered the 
roll called. 

Those who answered were: 

Aldermen—Roberts, Curtis, 
dleston, Beutell, Pittman, 
Hancock. 

Councilmen — Boynton, 
Winn, Walraven, Amorous, 
Chambers. 

A little later Councilman Spratling 
dropped in. 

The mayor pro tem. announced that, 
as the finance sheet had to be acted 
upon separately by the common coun- 
cil ang the aldermen, it could not be 
adopted, because there were only eight 
councilmen present, and ten were re- 
quired for a quorum of council on a 
Separate vote.

“TI may be a little late, but I want 
to say that if there had not been so 
much hot air at the regular meeting 
of council last M@mday these extra 
sessions would not have been neces- 
sary.”

LATEST MARKET NEWS 


COTTON IRREGULAR 
EARLY IN THE SESSION 


Market Ruled Generally Firm 
During the Middle Session 
and Closed Steady. 


New York, June 10.—The cotton 


market was somewhat irregular at 
the start, but ruled generally firm 
during the middle session, and closed 
steady, net unchanged to 7 points 


higher. 

The opening was steady at a decline 
of 4 points to an advance of 1 point, 
July being 4 points lower; while the 
new crop was 1 point lower to 1 point 
higher; rather better than due on the 
‘cables. The weather may indicated 
generally favorable conditions in the 
south, but advices from cotton goods 
circles were bullish, there seeming to 
be comparatively little cotton offer- 
ing for either spot or future delivery 
and the market soon firmed up on @ 
moderate demand from spot interests, 
scattered covering, and a little buying 
by houses with southern connections. 

There was no aggressive bull sup- 
port, and trading did not become at all 
active, but offerings were very light, 
and prices worked steadily higher, 
until the general list showed a _ net 
advance of about 8@12 points, with 
October selling at 10.82, and Decem- 
ber at 10.84, or 20@22 points above 
the low level of yesterday, and with- 
in 16 to 20 points of the high prices 
for the season. A tip that the market 
would be put to 11 cents before the 
end of the week received very gen- 
eral circulation, but was followed by 
considerable realizing, and the market 
sold off from the top toward the 
close. Possibly apprehensions of un- 
settled weather in the Mississippi val- 
ley, based upon the forecasts for un- 
settled weather in the western ‘belt 
and local showers in Mississippi, had 
sOme influence during the day, but 80 
far as official reports went the weath- 
er current in the belt during the past 
24 hours was considered good. South- 
ern spot markets officially reported 
early were unchanged to 1-8-cent 
lower. 

Receipts at the ports today 4,559, 
against 9,334 last week, and 8,007 last 
year. For the week 55,000 bales, 
against 59,361 last week, and 64,544 
last year. Today's receipts at New 
Orleans 2,606 bales, against 3,452 last 
year.

STOCK OPERATIONS 
ON THE LONG SIDE 


This Has the Effect of Reassur- 
ing Sentiment Among the 
Board Operators. 


New York, June 10.—The action of 
the stock markét today indicated the 
resumption of some tmportant opera- 
tion on the long side. The effect was 


to reassure sentiment amongst the 
board room operators and traders, and 
they refrained from attacks on prices 
or from attempts to establish lower 
quotations, Transactions fell below 
the recently prevailing volume and 
the commission house buying was re- 
stricted to a few stocks calculated best 
to influence feeling towards the whole 
market. Signs of profit-taking sales 
were still in evidence at a few points 
and the advance was uneven, leaving 
some important laggards. Union Pa- 
cific continued a leader of the upward 
movement in contrast with the slug- 
gish movement of the Southern Pacific 
stocks. The latter stocks was freed 
from the positive weakness which it 
showed yesterday. Northern Pacific 
was even more prominent than Union 
Pacific. Its rapid advance wag ac- 
counted for by rumors that steps were 
being taken to introduce the stock to 
the Paris bourse in the same way as 


has been done in the case of United! | 


States Steel. The denials from bank- 
ers interested that any hitch had oo- 
curred in the plans for trading in 
United States Steel in Paris, as was 
rumored with depressing effect yes- 
terday, relieved United States Steel 
from pressure, it more than recovered 
its quarterly dividend during the day. 
The stocK was helped also by the re- 
port of the reopening of the Ensley, 
Ala., steel rail mills. Feeling regard- 
ing the steel trade continues confident 
and hopeful. The news overnight of a 
rise in wages of workers for several 
of the independent steel companies 
was taken as confirmatory of improv- 
ing conditions in the trade. The good 
impression of metal trade condition 
was added by the May statistics of the 
Copper Producers’ Association, pub- 
lished during the day. The coppers 
industrials made only moderate re- 
sponse to this showing. A decline in 
the price of copper warrants in the 
London market was an offsetting in- 
fluence. The introduction to trading 
on the stock exchange of contracts for 
the new Atchison convertible bonds 
then issued, was made the occasion for 
& bullish demonstration in Atchison 
stocks. The reports of crop conditions 
were regarded favorably, although the 
need of dry, warm weather for the 
best effect on parts of the winter wheat 
crop was reported. 

There was some apprehension ex- 
Pressed in stock market circles that 
the recent course of litigation against 
the American Sugar Refining Company, 
and the agitation for prosecution by 
the federal government under the anti- 
trust law might revive anxiety on the 
part of investors in corporations and 
prejudice the movement to attract 
foreign capital into them. The firmer 
tone of the money market was of only 
slight deterrent effect on the specu- 
lation in stocks. Rates for call loans 
figure. The banks of Engiand ano 
ranged from 2 per cent to above that 
France made very strong returns to- 
day, and the discount rate declined in 
Paris, while the Paris check on Lon- 
don advanced. 

_A relaxation in the pressure on New 
York for gold is thus indicated. In 
the other side, however, a fall in New 
York exchange at Chicago to par com- 
Pared with 35 cents per $1,000 pre- 
mium a week ago shows an ebbing of 
the flow of currency to New York and 
gives the premonition of coming re- 
quirements for the movements of the 
country’s crops.
